season. The average daily week- 
end buck kill last year was 2,552 
and the daily average for week 
days was 549 for a grand total of 
44,341 for the inland season, 

If deer hunting pressure has 
dropped, and we won’t know for 
certain that it has until all the 
facts and figures have been col- 
lected, duck hunting apparently is 
gaining participants in California. 

Nationwide the sale of federal 
duck stamps jumped to 2,369,940 
last season as compared to 188,- 
374 the year before. 

California headed the list of 
states for the 1955-56 season with 
180,173 individual stamp sales 
which was an increase over the 
year before but failed to top or 
pass the high sale of 214,456 in 
1953. 

The duck season will get under 
way here on October 20 with the 
Mendota Waterfowl Management 
Area, Las Banos Refuge and San 
Luis Wasteways scheduled to op- 
erate as public shooting grounds.

Olive Knot 


To eliminate olive knot a strict 
program of summer pruning must 
be adhered to, according to Farm 
Advisor Karl Opitz. Spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture in the late fal) 
helps prevent spread, Copper sul- 
fate and lime should be’ applied 
each fall as long as olive knot is 
evident. This will control peacock 
spot also, j 

Olive trees show a wide range 
of resistance to the disease. Of 
the commercial varieties, Manzan- 
illo variety is most susceptible. 

Manzanillo growers, especially 
those who do not have olive knot, 
should insist that only clean tools 
and picking equipment be used in 
their groves. If there is any doubt 
as to whether or not there is dan- 
ger of carrying bacteria into the 
grove all suspect articles should 
be sterilized with live steam or 
with a thorough dousing with El- 
getol one part and alcohol four 
parts.

“Under the existing legislation, 
a national marketing quota and a 
national acreage allotment for up- 
land cotton must be proclaimed 
for the following year if the sec- 
retary of agriculture finds that 
the current marketing year ex- 
ceeds the normal] supply. 


The latest availablee statistics 
indicate a total supply of upland 
cotton for the 1956-57 marketing 
year of 27,550,000 bales (running 
bales or the equivalent). This is 
9,870,000 bales above the “normal 
supply” of 17,680,000 bales, the 
amount used for estimated domes- — 
tic consumption and exports, plus 
a 30- percent reserve. 

Chairman Harris stated that the 
national allotment will be appor- 
tioned to states, the state allot- 4 
ments to counties, and the county 
allotments ‘to farms according to 
provisions of law. Individual farm 
allotoments will be made available 
to producers prior to the referen- 
dum.

WOOD PILES 
BRING OLIVE 


INSECT PESTS 


By Karl. W. Opitz 

Large imereases of olive bark- 
beetle and American plum borer 
are causing trouble in some olive 
groves in Tulare county this sea- 
son. Stock piling of olive wood 
and weak or dead plum trees con- 
tribute largely to the build up of 
these insects. 

In areas where the pest is found, 
growers should plan to dispose of 
their wood piles as quickly as pos- 
sible or fumigate them with hy- 
drogen cyanide gas; fruit should 
also be burned. The insects nor- 
mally live in recently killed or 
cut wood but attack growing trees 
when favorable breeding condi- 
tions are present.

stimulant, with some phenomenal 
results. They had gained better 
than three pounds per day while 
in the yards!

Cloud Seeding Program Planned

By Sierra Corporation Directors 


Plané for the 1956-57 cloud 
seeding program in Tulare county 
were discussed at a meeting of di- 
rectors of the non-profit Southern 
Sierra Corporation at a meeting 
Tuesday evening at Berkshires in 
Porterville, as the following new 
directors were elected to the 
board: : 

Lloyd Morris, of C and M Farms, 
McFarland; William E. McLaugh- 
lin, a former secretary of the Kern 
County Farm Bureau; Anton Sim- 
onich, a director of the Lower Tule 
Irrigation district, and Clyde 
Johnson, Orange Cove rancher. 

The program, as' now set up, 
will cover the entire area of Tu- 
lare county; period of operation 
will be between November. 1 and 
April 30, with no seeding west of 
highway 65 prior to November 25; 
cost will run $14,000. 

Plan is to hold a series of com- 
munity meetings to explain bene- 
fits of the cloud seeding program 
and to solicit voluntary contri- 


bution from individual ranchers 
and groups of farmers. County of 
Tulare will again contribute $5,- 
000 toward the project, as was 
done last year, possibly more than
